Change in Train Service 

On Monday last the alteration of 
the time table came into force on 
the Aldersyde-Lethbridge branch 
with the result that Vulcan and 
other tcHjpis along the line have 
only one train going north and one 
going south per day; in place of 
the double service. The train go¬ 
ing south is timed to reacly Vulcan 
at 10.40, and the one for tne north 
at 20.15. In connection with this 
alteration in the times for the re¬ 
ception of mails, the collection 
box will be closed half an hour 
prior to the departure of each train.

Thu Oil Fever Spreads 


Both Redcliff and Medicine Hat 
have succumbed to the oil fever. 
Many applications for oil rights 
have been filed at the Medicine Hat 
land office during the last few days. 
A large number of people who were 
unable to get applications in before 
the office closed on one day, would 
take up their stand and wait all 
night so that they Slight be the 
first for consideration when the 
office opened up the next morning. 
The discovery of oil seepages on 
Ross creek, some fifteen miles 
North of Redcliff, coming directly 
after the excitement of the recent 
discoveries in the Okotoks district, 
has aroused intense interest in the 
situation as to the Medicine Hat 
and Redcliff districts. Although 
there is no information of a defi¬ 
nite character to explairi the sud¬ 
den excitement, it is said that the 
Standard Oil Company has had re-} 
presentatives looking over the dis¬ 
trict for some time past, who have 
been quietly carrying on their in¬ 
vestigations. No .attempt has so 
far been made to get at the oil in 
this district, the wells having been 
sunk for natural gas. Whei^ the 
gas was struck, the drilling opera¬ 
tions were discontinued as the tre¬ 
mendous pressure of the gas ren¬ 
dered it difficult to keep the tools 
in the well.

a machine and turn a crank. 

The machine, which in New' Zea¬ 
land is rented from the postal author¬ 
ities, records the amount stamped, 
just like a gas meter, and payment is 
made to a collector, who calls at in¬ 
tervals. It gives impressions of half 
penny, one, three and six pence-and 
one shilling, and as each impression 
is made It's value is automatically re¬ 
corded on a set of dials at the top of 
the machine. 

As a precaution against fraud, the 
machines are turned out • from .the 
workshops with only one means of 
opening them ..nd that it Is by patent 
lock, the key of which is handed -to 
the postal authorities after the ma¬ 
chine has been exhaustively tested. 
There are no screws that will give 
admission to tho Interior and there¬ 
fore the mechanism cannot be tamp¬ 
ered with. The greatest safeguard, 
however, lies In the fact that the 
labor of committing a fraud would be 
valueless.

WESTERN LIFE 

It doesn’t seem so many years 
ago that Winnipeg was regarded 
as being on the fringe of the west¬ 
ern section of our empire. To-day 
that city rears its head as a com¬ 
paratively old timer, having been 
left behind as civilization and en¬ 
terprise have spread over the 
prairie to meet the Rocky moun¬ 
tains. At the present time we 
stand with the prairies being look¬ 
ed upon as the wheat field of the 
world, and although a new country, 
Alberta and its immediate neigh¬ 
bor are open to the universe. 
Unprecedented immigration from 
the States and Europe has quickly 
populated many parts, and the 
steady flow of settlers which is still 
going on is carrying us by leaps 
and bounds to a position among 
the wealthiest of countries. 

To the persons who ha\’e stayed 
behind and receive their only edu¬ 
cation of our district by means of I 
correspondence, the west is sur¬ 
rounded by a glamor of romantic 
ruggedness that appeals to them in 
their stay-at-home conventionali¬ 
ties. To such as are here, however 
the position of things and the 
•problem of life settles itself down 
into a much more unroniantic and 
matter of fact conception. We are 
the forerunners of those who will 
some day constitute a great nation, 
and what we have, to do is to pre¬ 
pare the way for posterity in such 
a manner that they will be capable 
of filling the important position- in 
the world which will be their lot. 
The laying of the foundation of a 
nation is an- immense problem. 
The various nationalities represent¬ 
ed in Canada to-day are to be weld¬ 
ed into Canadians to follow and 
believe in our traditjons, to be as¬ 
similated into our life and become 
part of us. As we stand and look 
round to consider these various 
elements, in many cases divided 
among themselves by feuds, there 
comes some slight perception of 
the amount of labor there is for 
our legislators, and their immediate 
followers. As yet, the west is 
composed of all shades of nation¬ 
alities, thought and religion, and 
in the forming of Canada all these 
different elements will have to be 
taken and placed into the melting 
pot of common cause and aim, so 
that our Canada may eventually 
emerge from her crysallis stage 
into something beautiful among 
her sister nations. 

POLITICS AND TEMPERANCE 

N. W. Rowell, leader of the 
Ontario opposition,, at a political 
meeting the past week, informed 
his audience that ‘‘abolish the bar” 
would continue to be a plank in 
the platform of the Liberal party 
in Ontario, and there would be no 
intention of dropping it despite 
many reports to the contrary, and 
urgent representations on the part 
of Liberals and newspapers in 
many parts af the proviuce. The 
Liberal policy is formulated at the 
last two sessions of the Legislature 
calls for the abolition of bar and 
club licences, and the restriction of 
shop licences throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

In considering this policy, how¬ 
ever much one may be in sympathy 
with a movement for temperance, 
there is the feeling that the legis¬ 
lators who have adopted ‘ ‘abolish 
the bar” as their campaign watch¬ 
word are rather more well meant 
than well directed. That the evils 
of intemperance constitute a grave 
social peril cannot be doubted, but 
as to whether the Ontario Liberals 
are going about the subdueing of 
it in the right way, is open to 
doubt. It is an old truth that you 
cannot make a man sober by Act 
of Parliament, and the truth of 
that applies with equal force to a 
province. As a matter of fact, any 
attempt to forcibly direct the opin¬ 
ion of the public in a matter of 
this description invariably tends to 
alienate their sympathy and the 
propogators of such a scheme are 
not infrequently regarded as being 
well intentioned but misguided. 

The consumption of liquor in 
any country is not controlled by 
the passing of a bill closing or 
limiting bars. Such a course gen¬ 
erally results in the silent growth 
of places of far more sinister pur¬ 
pose. Legislation against intem¬ 
perance in England amounted to 
little or nothing and conditions 
there would be as bad to-day as 


they were ten years ago had-not 
the educationalists come forward 
with the theory that to conquer 
intemperance the start must be 
made with the children. And that 
is the only way. Before a person 
has reached jhe stage of thirst 
without reason, let him learn the 
effects of drink, and that course 
will do more to wipe the curse of 
intetpperance from Canada than all 
the party cries of legislating for a 
middle aged electorate will accom¬ 
plish between now and doomsday. 

A NAVAL hOtlDAY 

- <» - 

Some little time ago th^ world 
became the recipient of a monu¬ 
mental treasure m the Peace Palace. 
Last week, in his speech at Man¬ 
chester, England, the Hon. Win¬ 
ston Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, threw out a suggestion, 
which,-if worked upon, would do 
more for the commerce and peace 
of the world thau would ever be 
possible through the Peace Palace 
itself. 

The suggestion was to the effect 
that Great Britain and Germany 
should mutually agree to take 
twelve month’s holiday in the 
matter of building warships, and a 
saner word for a step in the direc¬ 
tion of Universal Peace has never 
been uttered. Up to the present 
it is understood that Germany, by 
not replying, does not view the 
proposal with any great favor, and 
she may not fall in with it. 

This is not the first time that 
the suggestion has been put forth. 
A -similar proposal has emanated 
from the same source within the 
last two or three years, but it was 
not acted uponT Rather was it re¬ 
garded as a statement coming from 
one who would be better engaged 
in other affairs. But now that the 
utterance has come a second time 
it is to be devoutly hoped that 
some good will result. 

The fact of Great Britain and 
Germany laying aside the building 
implements for a space of twelve 
months would give the rest of the 
world a breathing space which 
would allow time for a little sober 
thought. If Italy and Austria, 
following the example, were to 
cease building, the obligation 
would be removed from Russia and 
France, and the fact that the 
Triple Alliance was building no 
ships would place the proposal in 
a position free from risk. Further¬ 
more, should these nations adopt 
the policy, there, could hardly be 
any doq^t as to the United States 
and Japan doing the same. There 
is no doubt as to the genuineness 
of the suggestion, and the millions 
of money which it would save to 
the world would be of indefinitely 
i more benefit than armaments.

KEEP AN ACCOUNT 

The importance of being at all 
times to see just how you stand in 
the world, is greater than many 
people think. To go through life 
without any system of keeping ac¬ 
count of receipts and expenditure 
is one of the most culpably negli¬ 
gent things of which a man can be 
guilty, and yet, in spite of that 
fact, it is surprising how many 
people go on, year to year, without 
making the slighest effort to have 
their affairs under control. They 
never keep books or records of any 
description, but just pay out or 
receive money as it goes or comes 
with no thought beyond the imme¬ 
diate transaction. 

Such a want of system inevitably 
leads to the undoing of those who 
use it, and, really, no other out¬ 
come could be expected. In every 
business, whether it is the store, 
the office or the farm, there is the 
inevitable leakage which ought to 
be taken up before it brings trouble 
to an otherwise sound concern, 
sapping away at the vital part. 
And it cannot be stopped without 
a systematic method of book¬ 
keeping. 

.No matter in what walk of life 

a man is concerned, he ought to 
keep account of his affairs. It is 
a fact that more than eighty per 
cent, of business failures are proved 
to originate from the fact that the 
proprietors either had no method 
of book-keeping at all, or knew so 
little about them that their know¬ 
ledge was of no practical value. 
And the moral is no less applicable 
to the farm. It should be run in 
such a manner as to allow the ow¬ 
ner to know exactly how he stands 
and what he is worth. Particular¬ 
ly is this so in this country where 
practically everything is bought 
and sold on time. 

The falling due of notes, to¬ 
gether with their interest is some¬ 
thing of vast importance to be 
watched, and yet a great many 
farmers rely on the banks or busi-, 
ness companies to keep their ac¬ 
counts, they themselves being quite 
unaware as to whether their note 
and its interest is correct.

Somaliland, the scene of this severe 
rwvorse, le an arid waste divided up 
between Great 'Britain, Italy, France, 
and Abyssinia. The present Somali 
peoples are possessed of no general 
type and their physical characteristics 
Tary considerably, showing signs of 
Interbreeding with Arabs, Abysalnlans 
and negroes. They are a race of mag¬ 
nificent physique, tall, active, and ro- 

S »t. Negro blood Is shown In their 
qnontly black complexions and 
wooly hair. The Somali are a fight¬ 
ing race. All go armed with spear, 
shield, and short sword, as well as a 
gun, when It la obtainable. During the 
talas Incessant intertribal lootings of 
cattle take place. Among certain 
tribes those who have killed a man 
hate the right to wear an ostrich fea¬ 
ther la their hair. Somaliland wan 
one of the last tracts of Africa to be 
explored by Bnropeans. ■ The occupa¬ 
tion of Aden by the British In 1809 
•roved the starting point In the open¬ 
ing ap of the country, Aden being the 
ehlef port with which the do mall at 
the opposite coast .taded. The Brit¬ 
ish Bomallland Protectorate extends 
along the Gulf of /den for about 400 
miles, and stretches Inland to a 
breadth varying from 80 to 200 miles. 
About 60,000 people are settled In the 
eoast tjwns; the rest are nomads, who 
rare almost constantly giving trouble. 
The British connection with the Som¬ 
ali eoast dates from the early years 
of the last century, hut British anth- 
1 e-tty was not definitely established, 
and In 1864 Richard Burton's expedi¬ 
tion was attacked at Berbera. In 
1874 the ambition of Ismail Pasha, 
Khedive of Egypt, led him to oecupy 
the posts of Tajura, Berbera and Bul- 
har, as well as Harrar in the hinter¬ 
land. Ten years later, In consequence 
of the revolt of the Ifahdl In the 
Egyptian Soudan the Khedlvlal gar¬ 
risons were withdrawn. Thereupon, 
Great Britain, partly to secure the 
route to the East Via the Sues Oansl, 
occupied Zalla, Berbera and Bulhar, 
officials being sent from Aden to gov¬ 
ern the posts. Treaties guaranteeing 
British protection were concluded 
with various Somali tribes, and the 
boundaries of the protectorate were 
defined by agreements with France, 
Italy, and Abyssinia. In 1898 Mo¬ 
hammed bln Abdullah, popularly 
known as the Mad Mullah, first came 
upon the scene. He had made sev¬ 
eral pilgrimages to Mecca, where he 
had attached himself to a sect which 
enjoined strict observance of the te¬ 
nets of .Islam, and placed an Inter¬ 
dict on the use of the leaves of the 
kat plant, much sought after by, the 
coast Arabs and Somali for their stim¬ 
ulating and Intoxicating properties. 
At first the Mullah's Influence was 
exerted for good, and he kept the 
tribes over whom he had control at 
peace. Accredited with the possession 
of supernatural powers, he gathered 
around him a strong following. In 
the next few years Britain suffered 
several disastrous reverses and during 
Un first months of 1810 the advanced 
posts were withdrawn and the Brit¬ 
ish administration confined to the 
.eoast towns. In support of this decl-

England's Inferior Education is Al- 
| leged as a Reason, 
i Harold Spender. In a recenj Lou¬ 
don News says: 

The vivid pen picture of English 
private schools given to the House of 
Commons by the Minister of Educa¬ 
tion have come as a shock. Dothe- 
boy Hall, It seems, still flourishes In 
our midst, end the work of Dickens 
requires to be done over again. 

Matthew Arnold pointed this out 
with all bis power a generation ago. 
and the story has been sln.ee repealed 
by many brilliant writers and critics. 
But the English people are deaf, and 
In hundreds of cases parents prefer to 
send their children to these schools 
even when there are the very best free 
public schools round the corner. Bud 
education seems somehow always (o 
consort with "gentility.” 

But now certain remarkable Bigns 
are appearing. The boys from the 
council schools, profiling by a thor¬ 
ough training at the most Impression¬ 
able years, are Invading our secon¬ 
dary schools and universities, and 
compelling the middle classes to look 
the facts In the face,„.ybe other day 
ten council school boys appeared as 
wranglers at Cambridge. I am Inform¬ 
ed that in many of the secondary 
schools of the L.C.C. winners of schol¬ 
arships often rapidly take the lead 
of the middle-class children. 

At the universities the public 
sohools still keep an iron hand over 
tin sports, but la matters of educa¬ 
tion they are often beaten by boys 
from the grammar schools and the 
council schools. It Is clear that a 
I groat crisis In education Is approach¬ 
ing. The middle-class parent will 
haTe to wake up if he and hie off¬ 
spring are to avoid defeat In the 
straggle. A national comparison, r .- 
reals the same facts. In secondary 
education England Is far behind both 
Scotland and Wales. The higher edu¬ 
cation of Scotland, stimulated by the 
great boon of the Carnegie Trust, is 
moving steadily forward both In the 
sohools and In the universities. 

The result Is seen by the fact that 
the urhappy English hoy, though 
born of a stock certainly not less gift¬ 
ed, Is too often beaten by the Scots 
boy In the competition for all thi 
higher offices and posts, both of learn¬ 
ing and business. The attitude of the 
middle class In England Is. indeed, 
one that exceeds ouder. They pay 
the education rate, but in nine rases 
out of ten they refuse to avajl them¬ 
selves of It. They actually pay in 
order-that their children should re¬ 
ceive a far worse education than the 
working classes receive without pay¬ 
ing another penny. 

Exhausted with the expense of pay¬ 
ing tor bad schooling they often find 
themselves, at the critical moment, 
unable to start their children in life. 
Thus they lose the one great financial 
handicap that they have over their 
working-class competitors. Mean¬ 
while. these parents are too often un¬ 
necessarily obsessed with the middle- 
class habit of sending their children 
away from home—a habit produced 
by the lack of good secondary schools- 
- venly distributed throughout the 
country. By aenc ng their children 
away they lose control over their lives 
and they sacrifice all Influence over 
their characters. 

And then they are surprised to find 
that at the age when life Is opening 
to their children they have lost all ' 
parental control, and have not even 
obtained any superior educational 
value.

Science has now taken a decided 
hand In this problem, debated and de- 
bateable from the beginning of sen¬ 
tient existence. In a recent statement 
of the famous Englishman, Sir Oliver 
Lodge, admittedly the best all-round 
scientist In the world at the present 
time. He is president of the British 
Association, the most authoritative 
scientific body on earih, and he has 
announced that In bis presidential ad¬ 
dress on September 10, he will offer 
complete evidence to show "an ultl- 
<ate continuity of existence before 
and after death as essential to sci¬ 
ence,” which, if accepted, will bo a 
distinct alignment of the most ad¬ 
vanced scientific thought on the side 
of Immortality. Sir Oliver already 
has asserted that “the boundary be¬ 
tween the two states—the knewn and 
the unknown, life Rnd death — Is 
wearing thin in places, and excavators 
are engaged In boring a tunnel from 
opposite ends. We are beginning to 
hear now and then strokes from the 
pickaxes of our comrades on the oth¬ 
er side." 

Sir Oliver Lodge has been a close 
and skeptical student of psychical 
phenomena for many years, and after 
long and patient observance of the 
famous Italian psychic, Eusapio Pal- 
ladtno, was forced to admit that "any 
person without Invincible prejudice, 
who had the same experiences, would 
come to the same broad conclusion, 
namely, that things heretofore held 
Impossible do actually occur. . . The 
result of my experience Is to con¬ 
vince me that certain phenomena con¬ 
sidered supernatural do belong to 
the order of nature.” 

It Is evident that the world Is soon 
to witness the promulgation of anoth¬ 
er accession to the natural laws which 
govern Its place in the universe, and 
one likely to arouce spirited religious 
and scientific discussion.

Compulsory Massage Licenses. 

Steps are to be taken at once 1 -- 
the London County Council to formu¬ 
late proposals for Inclusion in ther 
General Powers Bill next year to li¬ 
cense massage establishments and 
maternity homes. Powers of r V 
ty.tlon, with the right of Inspection, 
may be Included In the bill, which 
will be designed to stamp out so-call¬ 
ed massage, manicure, and electric 
light treatment houses. 

Vsked to explain the position, the 
chairman of the public control com¬ 
mittee of the council, said: "There Is 
no C ubt that th' evil Is growing, and 
the police have no power to enter the 
houses.

“We shall submit proposals for In¬ 
clusion In next year's General Powers 
BUI. The polico are giving us every 
facility In our Inquiries, and I hope 
we shall obtain powfifto register such 
establishments, whtch will involve the 
right of Inspection by council offi¬ 
cers. If they are not satisfied the 
places will be struck off the register. 

"There are many places which con¬ 
duct a perfectly legitimate business, 
and these will welcome registration," 


Free Emigration For Widows. 

By October twenty widows with otto 
child each are required to saU for New 
South Wales to take up domestic 
work, the money for the journey be- 
lug advanced by a practical Imperial¬ 
ist who desires to remain anonymous. 

The step is regarded as an experi¬ 
ment In assisting a new type of emi¬ 
grant. Applicants for free passages 
must not be more .than thl-ty-flve 
years of age, must produce their hus¬ 
bands’ death certificates, and must, 
of course, be healthy and of exem¬ 
plary character. . 

The result of this offer will be that 
a brighter future will present Itself to 
many widows who have hitherto 
struggled against adversity, and It Is 
s. ecially Intended to help those who 
have thereby become brave and more 
self-reliant. The successful applicants 
wUl be required to give a guarantee 
to take up domestic work, probably 
(n the Bush, where It la easier to find 
accommodation for a child. 


To Make Coal Mluiug Safe. 

One of the simplest of the many 
suggested tests for fire-damp in mines 
is that described by Henry Briggs to 
the. Scottish Society of Arts. It Is an 
attachment that may be applied to 
any ell or spirit safety lamp, and coni 
lists of a loop of copper wire unpport- 
ed on a brass rod passing through the 
oil vessel. To make a test tho loop 
Is moved Into the fiarao. This be¬ 
comes Instantly non-Ittmlnous, but 
tf fire-damp Is present In the air the 
gas-cap is clearly seen. The test can 
be made In a moment at auy time, 
without turning down or putting out 
the light. 

It Is claimed that the percentage of 
fire-damp this method will detent Is 
exceedingly small, and the results cf 
t ials on both laboratory and m*ne go 
to show that this is one of the most 
sensitive, accurate, and expeditious 
means of revealing the pretence of 
inflammable jfan in mine or other air. 
—Bolton Journal.

It is a subject that is talked | 
about very much when the ocoa -1 
aion of need arises Everyone, es | 
peoially those whose hearts have 
been made sad, feel that it is a 
positive shame and disgrace ■ that 
to bury a loved one, you have to 
travel an far. and to suoh a place 
as the Highland oemetery. 

The need of a cemetery for Vnl 
can ta very apparent. It is gener 
ally one of the'first institutions of 
jau organized village or town.

Grants For Rural Schools 


The subject matter of the res¬ 
olution moved by Hon. John R. 
Boyle in the Alberta legislature 
is of vital interest to every parent 
in rural Alberta. In brief, the pri¬ 
mary object of the resolution is to 
help struggling school districts and 
enable them to get on their feet. 
The grants to new rural schools 
will be increased for the first five 
years. Established districts will 
receive practically the same as be¬ 
fore, with additional grant to en¬ 
courage the teaching of agriculture. 
The grants for villages and small 
tbwns'will not be reduced, but a 
reduction will be made in large 
towns and cities and grants will be 
made to encourage technical educa¬ 
tion.
